PROBLEMS WITH HEARING AIDS STUDIES 

As a result of a nationwide survey 
conducted by Mr. James Payne, formerly 
of the Consumer Product Information 
Center, General Services Administration, 
the National Hearing Aid Society has 
adopted a new consumer protection plan 
for hearing aid purchasers. 

The main points of the new program 
are: 

*Potential clients for hearing aids 
must be examined. by a physician to see 
if a hearing aid would be beneficial 
and to advise of needed medical or 
surgical correction. 

*When requested, a rental-purchase 
option will be offered by those dealers 
who are members of the National Hearing 
Aid Society. 

*A-new grievance handling procedure 
is being set up with a network of "hot- 
lines" to bring complaints to officials 
in the industry. 

*Advanced training courses are being 
established for hearing aid specialists.
